least two-fold to twenty-fold more selective for the adrenergic recepto r a s compared to 
cjonidine. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim i. wherein the composition contains at 
1 east one (2 -i mi dazol in -2 -ylamino) qui noxal i ne d eri vati ve or an acidic salt thereof.

(Original) The method of claim 2. wherein the composition further comprises an 
agent, or combination of agents, selected from the group consisting of antibacterial agents, 
anthelmintic agents, antioxidant agents, steroidal anti-inflammatory agents, non-steroidal 
anti-inflammatory agents, anti angiogenic agents, and derivatives of retinoic acid. 

1 2. (Original) The method of claim I , wherein the composition further comprises an 
agent, or combination of agents, selected from the group consisting of antibacterial agents. 
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anthelmintic agents, antioxidant agents, steroidal anti-inflammatory agents, non-steroidal 
ami -inflammatory- agents, antiangiogenic agents, aid derivatives of retinoic acid.

34. (New) The method of claim .1 , wherein the selecti ve a? adrenergic receptor agonist is 
at least seven-fold to twelve-fold more selective tor the a 2 adrenergic receptor as compared to 
clonidine. 

35. (New) The method of claim I, wherein the composition is administered to the skin of 
the human. 

36. (New) A method of treating facial flushing associated with menopause-associated hot 
flashes in a human in need thereof, the method comprising topically administering a 
composition comprising an effective amount of bri.rnonid.ine tartrate and a dermatologicaily 
acceptable carrier to the site of the facial Hashing on the human.
